This is a -very fingular Animal ', having 5 oblong perforati- 
ons thro the body cfihe Shell, viz, /^agaixji as many points of 
a 5 ray'd Star, lying in the midft of the She! I :, the nhcr is 
placed between two of its beams, as my be p Lilly jecn and. 
underfiood by my Figure .• thefs are of different m^nitudis, 
having feen tkcm fromUfs thin 2 inches to almoji 4 diameter, 
and this laft, in the mid ft where itsthiekeft exceeds not half 
an inch, and gradually io its edges, which ate thinner than a, 
Shilling. 

I am obliged to my very generous Friend Dr Lifter for the 
firjt of thefe wonderful Animals, and very lately to Madam 
Williams, a Gentlewoman whom I am alfo highly obliged tc^ 
for moji of thi following Shells, viz.
